Ralph Routon Reviews for 


Kiwanis 8 Years of Mu- 


nicipal Power Plant 


$300,000 SAVED UP 


Plant Entirely Rebuilt Last

The biggest wood-pile in the world 


stands on the north corporation line of 
Hope as concrete evidence of a com- 
munity's attempt to help people help 
themselves through a hard winter. 
' I t was bought and paid for—this 
wood-pile—by the municipal power 
arid water plant of Hope, which has 
distributed to local farmers since Sep- 
tembers 1 between $18,000 and $19,000 
for fuel that will furnish the power- 
jilant boilers for many a-long month 
to come. 
7 The "-power-plant, which up to the 
summer' of 1929 had annually spent 
about $30,000 with local farmers for 
v((obd fuel, and in that year went to 
gfcs-burncrs. returned to wood fuel 
lijst fall as an emergency measure for 
Hempstead. county .rural families. 
•The story of'this extraordinary ex- 
periment was told Thursday noon at 
the Kiwanis luncheon in Hotel Bar- 
low by Ralph Routon, member of the 
aWter & Light Board, president of 
Hope Chamber of Commerce, and a 
member of the Red Cross executive 
board for Hempstead county. 


Deluge of Wood 


. Mr. Routon said that the, first wood 
bought by the local plant last fall 
came in from 25. miles around, as; :thc

great a distance. 


The original restriction of five cords 


per week from each family, was re- 
duced, under the pressure of so many 
families needing a livelihood, to one 
cord per family per week. 


An average of 500 families per week 


have been offering their allotcd week- 
ly cord of wood for cash at the wood- 
yard in recent weeks, Mr. Routon 
said. They have filled up the original 
wood-lot, and part of an adjoining 
property. 


The power plant will have to dis- 


continue further purchases in a few 
days, Mr. Routon said, owing to the 
tremendous supply of wood already 
accumulated, and the amount of mon- 
ey invested in it by the city. 


$300,000 Accumulated 


Mr. Routon reviewed his eight years 


as a member of the city council, from 
which he retires this spring. He said 
that the only original equipment of 
eight years ago now in use at the 
municipal power plant are three boil- 
ers, und that the plant has bought 
and paid for a total of $300,000 in ma- 
chinery and free service, and cash 
or materials in hand. 


He itemized $179,525 worth of ma- 


chinery bought by the power board 
in the ' last eight years to replace 
worn out cquqipment. Free service 
to the city, including construction of 
the White Way system, purchase of 
wood, cash in hand, and other public 
service 
ordinarily 
charged for, 


amounted to $100,757. 


Last year the plant sold $88,000 


worth of electricity and water. But 
it handled $102,000 worth of these pro- 
ducts. Free service performed for the 
schools, parks and public streets to- 
talled $13,900 during the year. 


The present reduced rate of 10 cents 


per KWH, Mr. Routon said, is the 
lowest net rate to be found, consid- 
ering the service charges of private 
power plants, and the cost to the city 
for street-lighting, and light and water 
fo rschools and parks. 


Thompson, on Red Cross 


Another interesting report by Mr. 


Routon was that of D. B. Thompson, 
chairman of the Hempstead county 
chapter of the Red Cross.

Governor Wants to 
Halt State Survey 


Murray of Oklahoma De- 


clares It Is Extravagant 


and Wasteful 


OKLAHOMA CITY-(U.R)-State par- 


ticipation in the work of locating ad- 
ditional mineral resources in Okla- 
homa will cease if recommendations of 
Gov. William H. Murray are adopted. 


Governor Murray has requested the 


legislature to make no appropriation 
for the slate geological survey. 


"The survey is primarily for the 


discovery of oil and gas fields," the 
governor said. "Since Oklahoma is 
now producing more oil and gas lhar 
needed, it seems an official extrava- 
gance and public folly to continue the 
survey." 


Dr. Charles N. Gould, survey direc- 


tor, has announced his opposition I- 
Governor Murray's recommendations. 


Mineral Deposits 


He said the survey has been con- 


ducted to locate deposits of other min- 
erals, including zinc, coal, lead, lime- 
stone, asphalt, and clay. 


Gould declares that when the oil 


and gas resources are exhausted it 
Will be necessary to rely upon produc- 
tipn of other minerals. 


Recommendation that the geologi- 


cal survey be abandoned is one of the 
few opinions expressed by Oklahoma's 
new governor on the oil problem. 


The governor has refrained from 


expressing his future, plans toward oil 
proration. 


Attempts have-been made to bring 


the, proration question up on the floor 
cf 1[he Oklahoma legislature, but heat- 
ed debates over the issue have been 
avoided when resolutions condemning 
the present oil curb policy have been 
shunted to committees, 


Legislative Inquiry 


However, sub-committees of the 


house oil and gas committee have 
conducted inquqiries. 
. Charges have been made before the 
committees that certain operators in 
the Oklahoma City field, one of the 
largest pdols in' the Mid-Continent 
area, have been allowed to flow their 
wells wide open in violation of thfe 
curt) order, which is enforced by the 
state corporation commission. 


Opponents of proration have attack- 


ed the curb on the grounds it is caus- 
ing a decrease in-the state revenue 
from gross production tax collections. 
Revenue from that source decreased 
approximately $3,000,000 last year, it 
has been, pointed out.
